REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
as a whole do not teach or fairly suggest the claimed method as recited in details in 
claim 1 , where "electroplating intermittently to a predetermined plating thickness using 
said substrate surface as a cathode and a plating metal as an anode at a constant 
voltage between said anode and said cathode by repeating application of a voltage 
between a cathode and an anode and interruption of said application alternately, 
wherein a voltage time/interruption time ratio is 0. 1 to 1 .0, a voltage time is not longer 
than 10 seconds, and an interruption time is not less than 1 x 10--2 seconds".
